ORANGE BOWL MARATHON 1981

(ARPSC Event Coordinator ) 

Again amateur radio shined in a public service event. This year’s 
marathon had over 2000 runners which required careful planning to 
make it a success. The Orange Bowl Marathon Committee worked 
on the plans for months ahead-of time and amateur radio was there 
every bit of the way as a ‘‘committee member.”’ 

During the first meeting, I briefed some of the problems we had 
last year and explained that we needed to work closer on some of 
the aspects of the race that required close coordination such as the 
poop-out vans. Cooperation was excellent and many management 
areas of the race were predicated on amateur radio’s presence. 

Originally it looked as though about 50-60 amateurs would be 
enough to do the trick. They would cover the 26 mile markers, 14 air 
stations and some auxillary posts including police cars, am- 
bulances and so on. However, as the big day came closer, the 
committee began to ask for more coverage. They wanted operators 
in three WIOD vans, four clocks, a computer team, WKAT and 
some others. In the end we cut them back a little, but we still ended 
up with 74 operators in action during the race. 


What an exciting day it was! Gettirig up at four in the morning is 
as much of a challenge as any part of the race, but we all made it. I 
felt bad when I missed my turn off the expressway and continued 
toward my office, but didn’t feel so bad When.I heard two others do 
the same. It was a bit nippy that morning and one had to keep busy 
to stay warm. Bill, WD40UI, brought the Dade County Emergency 
Communications vans into the Orange Bowl and getting it set up 
kept us warm. Not only by working on it, but Bill was thoughtful 
enough to bring a fully equipped coffee pot while Julio, WD4JNS, 
brought the doughnuts. 

The operation was organized into four nets to preclude some 
problems with congestion experienced in previous years. The race 
course itself was divided into three nets: North, WD4SLY; Middle, 
WB4VEE; and South, WB1AAZ, which were supported by the 
Services Net, WD4JJI with police, ambulances, media and vehicles 
to transport tired runners back to the stadium. Each net was 
autonomous in that it had control of the mile-markers.in its zone as 
well as the aid stations and a local poop-out van. This division 
concept greatly facilitated communications by keeping the tran- 
smissions manageable while allowing the net manager to draw 
upon the resources of the Services Net as he saw fit. 

As a new feature this year, we decided to experiment with RTTY 
to see if we can employ it next year. The idea was to get “half 
times”’ (near the Cocoplum Circle) back to the bow! in hard copy so 
they could be posted on a bulletin board near the finish line. Copies 
could be given to the WIOD van and the scoreboard as well. As it 
turned out, Butch, WD4JKZ and his gang got it to work pretty well, 
after a lot of experimentation and frustration. At first, the RTTY at 
the bowl was connected to antenna with 150-foot coax cable which 
surely absorbed.most of the output. It was discovered that going 
through the Hollywood RTTY repeater worked much better! 

At any rate, I must say working public service events is very 
satisfying in many ways. It often requires you to come up with new 
ways of operating. You get to meet new people (as well as getting 
some eyeball QSOs with those you’re radioed with and always 
wondered what they looked like) and it is a great way to serve your 
community! 

I m sorry space won’t allow me to list all 74 operators, but I will 
give special thanks to the South Florida FM Association, 
Fellowship Club, Interamerican Radio Club and others for their 
diligent recruiting and fine pérformance as well as those we 
grabbed on the air Everyone did a splendid job and IJ hope to see 
you again in future events.
